Washington, February  13.—‘Foolisa 
stories” about American intervention, 
circulated in Mexico through erroneous 
press dispatches, have aroused so much 
feeling throughout the troubled south- 
ern republic and so endangered the 
safety of American residents there, 
that the state department today issued 
a circular to its diplomatic and con- 
sular representatives in Mexico deny- 
ing all such stories and reiterating 
expressions of good wil and sincerest 


friendship for Mexico. 

Cireular tssued by United States. 

The circular, which weht to nearly 
every one of the American consular 
officers in Mexico, as well as to the 
embassy at Mexico City, was as fol- 
lows: 

“You are authorized officially to 
@eny through the local press and 
(ue, Wiese, «68 UNuer instructions to do 
#0, all foolish stories of intervention, 
than which nothing could be further 
from the intentions of the government 
of the United States, which has the 
sincerest friendship for Mexico and the 
Mexican people, to whom it hopes will 
svon return the blessings of peace, 
which is not concerned with Mexico's 
internal political affairs, and which de- 
mands nothing ,but the respect and 
protection of American life and prop- 
erty in the neighboring republic. 

“You will observe the strictest im- 
partiality and in nowise interfere be- 
tween contending forces, counselling 
Americans in your district to act like- 
wise. You wil) use the language of 
this instruction,” 

“Loose Talk” by Army Officers. 

“Loose talk’ by army officers and 
officials of the army on the situation 
in Mexico also is a menace to the 
friendly relations existing between the 
United States and that government, ac- 
cording to Representati\je Slayden, 
democrat, of Texas, member of the 
‘house military affairs committee. In 
a speech in the house today he pro- 
tested against incendiary language 
used by certain officials, whom he 
‘did not mention by nam 

“I protest against this inexcusable 
effort to disturb the peace,” he said; 
“this blatant yellow journalism with 
Official or semi-official approval.” 

Mr. Slayden feared that a continu- 
ance of such talk “might bring about 
a situation in which congress would 
be forced into war.” 

Anti-American Feeling. 

Reports to the state department dur- 
ing the day from Mexico indicated that 
the situation in the south was sub- 
ptantially the same, though in Vera 
Cruz, Oaxaca and Michoacan conditions 
probably were worse and anti-Ameri- 
can feeling seemed to have arisen at 
San Luis Potosi, 

Foreigners at Oolima were report- 
ed to@ear an outbreak of lawlessness. 
Considerable apprehension was felt 
mong the Americans at Guanajuato, 
‘rom Monterey came a report that 
bandits had taken some small towne 
between Parras and Saltillo, and that 
m railroad bridge had been burned. 
Telegraphic communications were re- 
ppened between Torreon, Durango, 
Chihuahua and Monterey.

M'Veagh Confident That Roose- 


velt Will Not Oppase Taft 


“Only National Crisis,’ De- 
clares Secretary of Treas- 
ury, ““‘Would Justify Such a 
Change of Front,. and This 
Roosevelt Must Know.” 


Lansing, Mich., February 13.—Frank- 
lin MacVeagh, secretary of the treas- 
ury, firing an administration precon- 
vention campaign gun here tonight 
at the annual dinner of the Zach 
Chandier Republican Club, where he 
vas the guest of honor, came out 
flatly with the expressed belief that 
Theodore Roosevelt “would not—and 
with his make-up, could not—Trun 
against Taft,” for the republican 
presidential nomination this year. 

secretary MacVeagh confined — his 
confidence to the present contest, how— 
ever, insisting that there might come 
a time when the former. president 

would be justified in re-entering a 
presidential race. Averring that Colo- 
nel Roosevelt had placed himself out 
of the presidential arena by his decla- 
ration gf 1904, the secretary said: 

“It may be difficult to explain away 
the present appearance created by 
Roosevelt's silences and the volubill- 


‘ties of his insurgent visitors; but that 


to my mind is not so difficult as it ix 
co welieve that Roosevelt would ac- 
cept a nomination this year under 
any conceivable circumstances. Fo: 
it inust be admitted that nothing short 
of a national crisis—such as may come 
in the future, but is not within the 
range of sane imagination now—would 
ever be accepted as justification for 
such a change of front—and this 
Roosevelt must know.” 
Progressive Defined. 

The secretary of the treasury under- 
took to define “what is a progressive,” 
giving to President Taft that title ana 
calling. the republican insurgents reac- 
tionaries. His conclusions regarding 
republican progressives were epitom- 
ized in these words: 

“We have today a progressive admin- 
istration and a progressive president; 
and we have a reactionary opposition 
within the party—reactionary notwith- 
standing the honest belief of those 
who are carrying it on that they are 
progressives and not reactionaries at 
all.” 

Mr. .MacVeagh argued that there 
were various kinds of progressives. 
One set, he said, put their weight upon 
agitation and education, another upon 
legislation and achievement. Both, he 
regarded as necessary to progress. 

“There is a third class of progres- 
sives.” he continued, “who give con- 
stant emphasis to the title of progres- 
sive, but who haven't the invariable 
scent for progress; and who are liable 
to trail off and bark up the wrong 
tree— the reactionary tree—now sup- 
porting the old log-rolling. system of 
tariff jegislation and now attacking 
the supreme court. Our present in- 
surgents are. of this class.” z 

Mr. MacVeagh-argued that .President 
Taft had assumed and had been faith- 
ful to the policies of his predecessor’ 
—*the platform ofthe progressives in 
the republican party”-—augmenting 
them by “another distinguished list of: 
great policies of his own.” 

Taft in Teddy’s Footsteps. 

“Taft and Roosevelt,” Mr. MacVéagh 
continued, “have been two eminent 
presidents, and their administrations

William J. Burns will establish an 
Atlanta branch of his famous detective 
agency, if a petition to the board bof 
Police commissioners for permission 
undér the city laws is acted on favor- 
ably at the next regular meeting. 

The petition was presented to the 
board last night, and fulfills a $stat- 
ment which Burns made some weeks 
ago in Washington, at-the Lorimer in- 
vestigation, that he would shortly take 
steps to maintain an office here. - The 
board took the -usual course of proced- 
ure, referring the petition to a com- 
mitteg for a report. Commissioners 
Johnson, White and Fain compose the 
committee. 

With the first intimation that Burns 
would make an effort to get into At- 
lanta, the labor forces in the city be- 
came active, and it ig said that no lit- 
tle opposition was exhibited at that 
time. Now that the formal petition 
has been presénted a fight is expected 
to develop, 

Whether the fight will be waged in 
the committee room or carried before 
the board when the committee’s report 
is made, remains tO be seen. The cém- 
mittee’s investigation will be more or 
iess Of a perfunctory nature, as the 
objects of the agency, to do bank and 
other legitimate work, and their, in- 
tention to abide by the city laws, re- 
frain from any. part in divorce and 
similar cases, has been stated in the 
petition. 

The petition to the board was signed 
by C. KE. Sears, as “special agent 
American Bankers’ association,” but it 
was understood and so. stated that 
Sears is a Burns man, and that Burns 
is at the head of all the work for the 
association named. 

The petition was |made in Sears’ 
name because of the city law which 
requires that any detective agency do- 
ing business in the city shall be head- 
ed by a citizen of Atanta. 

Seven prominent banks stamped 
their recommendations on Sears’ peti- 
tion. They were the Central Bank and 
Trust Company, Atlanta Nationa!

Chinese Apparently Indifferent 
lo Change of Government 


ference in the Demeanor of 
“the Masses—Ching Hwa Re- 
public Is Now the: Official 
Name. 


Pekin, February 14.—(12.46°a.. m.)— 
The indifference of the Chinese magseg 
to the form of government is very 
evident in the capital. They accept 
the news of the republic without any 
demonstration either favorable or un- 
favorable. There is not the . slightest 
difference apparent “on the -streets. 
The police did not instruct the people 
40 hang ‘out flags in célebration of 
the new. regime.and  -therefore no 
bunting was displayéd. 

“~ Owing to the preparations for the 
Chinese new year on February 18 the 
people have no time to take the abdi- 
cation of the throne into considera- 
tion except in regarg to the prospect 
of the soldiers mafring the festivities 
of the only holiday in the year. More 
than 30,000 troops are in Pekin or 
stationed around. the ¢ity walls Their 
discipline has always been Jax, and it 
is now less’ stringent than ever and 
this fact makes. looting possible. 
Nevertheless Yuan Shi'Kai is expected 
to succeed in averting tiu.s. 

Chinese officeholders are confident 
than Yuan Shi’ Kal-controls tne politi- 
eal situation and believe that the 
south will accept what he ‘offers. The 
south, however, has not yet. signified 
its acceptance of the proposed coali- 
tion. 

Yuan Shai Kai officially informed 
the foreign legations here .today that 
the throne had instructed him to form 
& republican government which will 
for the time being continue to be 
carftied on with his former cabinet, 
CHING HWA.IS NAME ADOPTED 

FOR THE CHINESE REPUBLIC 

Washington, February 13.—L ne 
Ching Hwa republic is the official 
name of the new Chinese govern ent.

The convention met in the conven- 
tion hallat the Piedmont hotel at 10:80 
o’clock, and when the meeting was 
called to order there was hardly 
standing room for the merchants who 
have come to Atlanta to discuss prob- 
lems of interest, both to them and 
the farmers. 

The session was opened by an invo- 
cation by the Rev, John E. Whips, 
after which J. K. Orr, the chairman, 
in a short Dut telling speech summed 
up the situation and outlined the. pur- 
pose of the convention. 

Limit Crop and Credit. 

Farmers should plant no more cot- 
ton than they can sell at a proft, said 
Mr. Orr, nor should merchants sell 
more than thé} can comfortably 
finance. 

In summing up, Mr. Orr said: ©

Bankruptcy for Farmers. 

That another crop of cotton as large 

es that of last year will bankrupt 


almost half the farmers of the south 
and hundreds of merchants was the 
opinion set out in a letter from James 
M. Smith, and in the address of J. G. 
Anderson, of Rock Hill, S. CG, the 
Originator of the Rock Hill plan for 
the reduction of cotton acreage. 

“It is my candid opinion,” said Mr. 
Smith, in his letter, “that another 
16,000,000-bale crop of cotton will 
bankrupt half the farmers and thou- 
Sands of business men in the south.” 

“Every farmer in the south,” con- 
tinued the letter, “should do what he 
knows to be the sensible thing, de- 
termine to reduce his cotton acreage 
at least 331-3 per cent and then stick 
by his determination.” 

Rock Hill Plan. 

J. G. Anderson, the originator of 
the Rock Hill plan for the reduction 
of cotton acreage, went thoroughly 
into the plan and its workings for the 
benefit of the convention. 

The plan, explained Mr. Anderson, 
has spread to a number of southern 
states and the present outlook for its 
success is very bright. He gave it as 
his opinion that the farmers of the 
south have become so thoroughly 
aroused over conditions that next sea- 
son will see a cut of at least 15 per 
cent in the cotton production, and 
possibly 25. 

Mr. Anderson also went into the 
matter of manipulation of cotton 
prices by speculators and read a num- 
ber of newspaper clippings to show 
that the cotton bears are attempting 
to spread the impression that there 
will be no cut in next year’s crop— 
this for the purpose of keeping the 
price of cotton down. 

Yancey Hill, of Montezuma, followed 


Mr. Anderson and used figures show- 
ing the advantage of a small crop at 
a large price over a large crop at a 
small price. He showed that a 10,- 
000,000-bale crop at 16 cents will bring 
$110,000,000 more than a 16,000,000-bale 
crop at 8 cents. 
Grain Raising. 

The close of the day’s session was 
taken up with the discussion of grain 
as a money crop, and it was shewn 
by more than one speaker that grains 
in Georgia can not only be made to pay, 
but to pay as well or better than cot- 
ton in many instances. 

w. A. Brannon, of Moreland, Ga., 
showed by actual figures that he had 
netted a farmer profit from an acre of 
than from an acre of cotton 
planted alongside it, and gave it as 
his opinion that this is not an un- 
usual case. The south’s evil, he said, 
is an over-production of cotton and an 
under-production of corn.

Now, what would a big league 
owner give for the three? 

A baseball man was asked. His re- 
ply was: 
“One hundred thousand cash,’ 

Not long ago these three pitchers 
belonged to one club. This club sold 
them all, ang the total sum received 
for the trio was $750. The difference 
that just a few seasons make is $99,- 
°50. which is a pretty fair rate of in- 
crease in valua‘ion. 

The case of these three pitchers 
shows how scouts can go wrong in 
their judgment, and now the best of 
judges often g0 astray.

H. Watkins, who gave Detroit her 
world championship team, is the owner

New York, February 13.—Gus Ruh- 
lin, famous a decade ago as a pugiliSst, 
conqueror of Tom Sharkey and other 
men of lesser note, died suddenly to- 
day in his cafe in Brooklyn as the 
result of a stroke of apoplexy. 

Ruhlin fought his last big fight on 
November 16, 1901, in San Francisco 
when Jim Jeffries defeated him in five 
rounds. His fight with Sharkey took 
place in 13900, when Ruhlin made the 
sailor throw up the sponge after fif- 
teen hard rounds. In 1897 Ruhlin 
fought a twenty-round draw with Jef- 
fries; in 1898 he lost to “Kid” McCoy 
in twenty rounds; to Tom Sharkey the 
same year in one round and in 1900 he 
was knocked out by Bob Fitzsimmons 
in six rounds. 

Ruhlin was born in Canton, Ohio, 40 
years ago and fought his first fight in 
1896.

nation, President Taft, in his address before the Republican Club, of | 


New York City, raises his battle-cry against the democrats; burns the 
bridges between himself and the “progressive” element of his own 
party, and virtually defies Roosevelt and the Roosevelt enthusiasts. 
The ring, the aggressiveness, the warrior-clang to his sentences re- 
called his turbulent predecessor. Coming from the president de- 
scribed as “good-natured, smiling, in love with the line of least re- 
sistance,’ they may foreshadow unexpected chapters in the repub- 
lican nomination fight and in the presidential campaign, should Taft 
be the nominee of his party. 

Clearly, the menacing specter of Roosevelt, as brought out 
and galvanized by the recent conference of western governors and 
“insurgents” generally, has moved Taft to give over what linger- 
ing hope he might have harbored of reconciling either the “insur- 
gents” or the colonel. The former were unhesitatingly flayed as 
“neurotics” and “political emotionalists,” and it does not require 
very much reading between the lines to see that the president is 
indifferent whether or not his predecessor interprets the terms as 
applying to himself. “The French revolution” and “bubbling an- 
archy” were conditions to which the progressives would lead us, 
according to the president, and it, therefore, became the duty of 
all old-line republicans to take arms against them. We may admire 
the president’s courage, but question his wisdom. To lump the 
entire creed of the “progressives” as index expurgatorius ‘con- 
fesses a defective construction of American advancement, not to 
say American sentiment. So far as the colonel goes, there is little 
doubt about his “emotionaligm,” but it is generally a tolerably 
crafty, well-thought-out emotionalism, and unless he has changed 
considerably, it does not interfere with the exercise ‘of certain tal- 
ents which make him one of the coolest and most effectual practical 
politicians of modern times. : 

It is when the president lands on the democratic party and 
lauds the republican party as the “party of achievement and not 
of broken promises,” that he is likely to make the judicious grieve, 
and the independent voter indulge a cynical smile. If the repub- 
lican party has done anything but break promises, so far as con- 
cerns the paramount issue of the tariff and covering the last two 
presidential campaigns, we are unable to locate the date or the per- 
formance.

But to break entirely with that ele- 
ment of his own party which is so powerful in the nation, and to 
claim for republicans what the veriest school-boy knows it has 
not accomplished—is to hit a stride not calculated to advance the 
fortunes either of Mr. Taft or his party. Belligerent? Yes; he 
appears well in that role. But to be effectual, belligerency should 
be tempered with judgment.

When the Sherwood so-called “dollar a day” pension grab bill 
left the house it provided for added expenditures of $75,000,000 to 
the annual pension roll of the country. As it has been trimmed and 


amended by the senate pension committee, it will carry one million 


dollars less than a third of that sum and, if a proviso introduced 


by Senator Bryan, of Florida, passes the senate, it will also make 
public the names of the 900,000 individuals now on the federal 


pension list. 


As The Constitution commented when the measure passed the 
house, it is indefensible in principle, and the alterations made by 


the senate committee, changing the degree only, do not make more 
As drafted by its 


the camp-follower. ‘The Constitution has never opposed adequate 
federal pensions for deserving and bona fide veterans, their widows 
or other dependents. But the Sherwood bill is so obviously a po- 
litical sluice-gate enterprise as not to offer one redeeming feature. 

Would: if have obtained such easy sledding either in house or 
senate, had it not been a general election year? We doubt it. 
Failing to understand how the house democrats, as a body, could 
have gained their consertt to vote for a measure that absolutely rid- 
dles the party’s program of economy, we do not forget that Oscar 
Underwood, of Alabama, was one party leader who stood out fear- 
lessly and to the end against this pipe-lining of the treasury. 

It will be well if the senate rejects the Sherwood bill in its en- 
tirety, even as modified, and stands pat against the house on its 
rejection. But if both bodies, haunted by the ghost of the “old 
soldier vote” back home, should get together and jam through a 
measure characterized by the Sherwood feature, the Taft stock 
will mount perceptibly should he develop the courage to veto it.

The reactionary 
newspapers explained that well-dis- 
posed Russians should assist by vol- 
unteering as amateur hangmen; hang- 
ing men, they gaid, was not half bad 
when you got used to it. And The- 
O108Y Protessor Monsieur Makarii 
Gnevushin, as usual, headed the choir 
and counseled all loyal citizens to 
help hang the disloyal. 

Yet when six Kieff student revolu- 
tionaries were condemned to be hang- 
ed no hangman was found. For three 
days their hanging was postponed. 
They hoped for a respite. But on the 
fourth a company of soldiers kicked 
them into the prison yard and bid 
them prepare for hanging. 

And the nangman drew near, a tall, 
thin hangman ‘of dignified bearing by 
no means suggesting professional 
criminality. His face was masked 
with Velvet, his hands were covered 
With neat gray , suede gloves. He 
hanged five revolutionaries with 
scmewhat amateur hesitancy, but 
without mistake, and the five Polish 
revolutionaries met their death like 
well-behaved revolutionaries should. 

And then the extraordinary happen- 
ed. With the noose already roung his

neck the sixth victim, a merry, freck- 
led lad of 20, stretched forth his arm 
and snatched the velvet mask from 
the enigmatical hangman’s face. 

It was Monsieur Makrrii Gnevushin, 
professor of orthodox theology at the 
ecclesiastical seminary! 

Kieff's citizens like sensations. They 
talked, but their newspapers were 
forbidden to publish what the talk 
was about. For a month Monsieur 
Gnevushin pursued zealously his the- 
ological pedagogy and then suddenly 
disappeared. He reappeared as the 
Most Consecrated <Archimandrite Ma- 
karius, prior of Spassky monastery. 
That was the reward given him for 
“his hangman's fidelity. 

And Spassky monastery, famous for 
600 years of piety, suddenly grew 
more pious still. The monks, said the 
newspapers, groaned under the new 
prior’s iron discipline ang ascetic ty- 
Tranny. The most consecrated saw 
visions: he did penance; he flogged 
himself ruthlessly and flogged his 
underlings still worse; he sat up pray- 
ing at night. He cursed women and 
drink, dismissed the night watchman 
because his Olq mother brought him 
beer and declered that no drop of 
wine should enter the monastery ex- 
cept for treatment of disease. And 
the Moscow wine dealers secretly sold 
the archimandrite so much champagne 
that they concluded the most conse- 
crated was suffering all the diseases 
of modern times. 

Ang now the theological professor, 
amateur hangman and professional 
monk will have to explain his pecca- 
dilloes. Of course the holy govern- 
ing synod is trying to hush up the 
scandal and has so far contented

Modeling in Cement. 
(From Farnham Bishop's “The Story of 
Panama” in February St. Nicholas.) 

The country boy or girl is familiar 
with mud-pliles, wlateh every child has 
‘made by the roadside. The city boy 
or girl has in a great many cases 
done considerable sand modeling, 
Clay modeling and pottery work. Now 
why not use sand with some cement 
and make ,the objects permanent? It 
requires no more skill to do good 
work with cement than to.use Car- 
penter’s tools. 

A bag of cement, commonly known 
as one-quarter of a barrel, costs only 
about forty cents. Such a bagful, 
when mixed with sand, would form 
a large number of interesting objects 
and afford much scope for the exer- 
cise of skill. There is a satisfaction 
in seeing a plastic bit of mud grow 
into a form under skilful hands, and 
the use of a trowel perhaps, and the 
pleasure igs enhanced by tne thought 
that the object may Se made as 
permanent as a rock, and may endure 
fur ages. With this wmeterial ovr 
young people could easily make flow- 
er pots, aquariums, vases for plants 
in the yard and small pools for frogs 
and turtles. 

A permanent water garden may be 
easily built in the back yard. Dig 
a hole in the ground and line it with 
cement. Put on a thin layer of tar 
and another coat of cement, and the 
basin will be waterproof. Place a 
little rich earth in the bottom, and 
plant within that earth the roots of 
aquatic plants. These will readily 
grow in the water with which th 
basin is to be filled. In this smal 
pond may be kept frogs, turtles and 
fish. A low fence may be built of 
wire netting around the pool so that 
the frogs or turtles may come out 
when they wish to, because frogs and 
turtles are amphibious—that is, whi.e 
they live in the water, they must 
breathe air—and for that reason they 
do not like to spend all their time 
either in the water or on the land, 
and this little fence will prevent 
them escaping.

NEW HIGH RECORDS 
IN LATE TRADING 


Cotton Made a Sharp Break 
Early in Session, But Ral- 
lied—Closed Strong. 


New York, February 13.—A sharp 
early break in the cotton market, at- 
tributable to easy cables, was quickly 
followed by renewed firmness, and 
pricés made new high records for the 
movement in the late trading, with 
the close strong at an advance of from 
9 to 14 points, comparing with the 
final figures of last Saturday, 

The market opened steady at a de- 
cline of 8@19 points, under heavy 
general realizing and loca] selling, in- 
spired by the reiatively easy showing 
of hdAverpool over the local holiday. 
Big trade interests were active buyers, 
however, checking the decline around 
the initial figures, and as soon as the 
“rush in selling had spent its course 
the market gteadied. Bullish private 
advices from the south, claiming a 
continued active spot demand and firm 
interior holders, together with the 
readiness with which the market had 
absorbed the early offerings, seemed 
to render shorts nervous, and prices 
soon rallied from the lowest. At a 
recovery of 5@6 points, trading be- 
came comparatively quiet, and there 
appeared to an interval of hesita- 
tion, but a renewal of support from 
strong trade interests started ppices 
upward again in the afternoon, and 
before the close May sold at iv.60 anu 
July at 10.66, or about 14 points above 
the closing figures of last week. Last 
prices were within 2 or 3 points of 
the best. ¢ 

Private cables attribute the rela- 
tively eas ruling of Liverpool to 
heavy realizing by the continent in 
the absence of support or technical 
conditions rather than to any change 
in the general situation, and sentiment 
here was evidently influenced bullish- 
ly by the appearance of buying orders 
in the hands of strong trade interests 
who are supposed to be already heav- 
ily long On the old crop months, and 
by the bullish character of southern 
spot advices.

BEARS IN STOCKS 
FAILED IN EFFORT 


Their Attempt to Put Prices 


Down Made But Little 
Impression. 


New York, February 13,—Profes- 
sional traders in stocks began the 
day with an effort to put prices down, 
but, although the market was some- 
what unsettled at the outset, they 
were able to make little impression on 
the list. The attack having failed, 
operations were begun on the other 
side of the market, and these met with 
more success. In the last hour buy- 
ing was conducted confidently on a 
large scale and prices of the leading 
stocks were advanced from 1 to 2 
points. Union Pacific, Reading, the 
Hill stocks, the Eries, United States 
Steel and the Coppers were the lead- 
ers in strength and activity. 

In attacking the list at the opening, 
traders reasoned that the heavy sell-. 
ing movement which was in progress 
when the market closed Saturday 
would be continued today, the bears 
having additional ammunition in the 
January tonnage figures for United 
States Steel and the unfavorable bank 
statement, both made known after the 
close of the market last week. United 
States Steel gave way to 58%, the 
lowest price of the year; the list eased 
off, but losses were not large,-.and it 
was s00n evident that effective sup- 
port was being offered. Prices rallied 
before the end of the first hour and: 
trading bécame dull, with only a nom- 
inal movement until the sharp ad- 
Vance late in the day. 

The upward movement was said to 
be due largely to covering of short 
contracts, although there seemed to 
be indications of renewed accumula- 
tion of some stocks. The movement in 
the Hill group attracted especial at- 
tention. Buying of these stocks was 
influenced by the testimony of James 
J. Hill before the Stanley investigat- 
ing cOmmittee, implying, in his opin- 
ion, the Great Northern Ore property 
was worth at least $500,000,000. Great 
Northern Ore rose nearly 2 points 
early in the day, when the general 
market was barely steady and the 
shares of the Hill roads later moved 
up strongly. 

Some of the specialties were heavy, 
American Tobacco fell back 4 points. 
The boom in this stock has. suffered 
a definite interruption, it having lost 
more than 30 points on the reaction 
which has been in progress recently. 

Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Chicago and 
St. Louis was unusually strong and 
active. 

Although United States Steel showed 
no continued heaviness as a result of 
the January tonnage figures, which 
were lower than the street had expect- 
ed, the stocks of some of the inde- 
pendent steel companies were. It was 
reported that the United States Steel 
Corporation was operating close to 90 
per cent of capacity in its steel-mak- 
ing and rolling departments, and 
about 87 per cent of its pig iron ca- 
pacity. 

The bond market was quiet and Ir- 
regular. St. Louis Southwestern con- 
sols and Erie convertible B’s were 
notably strong. Total sales, par vague, 
$2,678,000. United States bonds were 
unchanged on call.

Trial of Vicomte. 


The Paris courts have been busy 
with the trial of a French nobleman, 
the Vicomte Emmanuel de Gosson de 
Barlin, whose history as it came out in 
the course of the proceedings, is en- 
tertaining. The Vicomte Gosson de 
Barlin comes of an old stock, 
which traces its Hneage -back to 
the eleventh century. The vicomte was 
accused of the misappropriation of the 
funds of a brewing establishment to 
the extent of $55,000. 

The origin of the case reveals how 
his noble family became very demo- 
cratic in its occupation. His father, 
deprived of his hereditary estates, had 
become a commission agent at the Cen- 
tral markets. His business having fail- 
ed, his only recourse, it is alleged, was 
to become a conjurer. The son sought 
to embrace the judicial career and ob- 
tained the post of notary’s clerk, after 
which he qualified as a process-server, 
and secured the office of a “hissier.’ 

It -was a process-server that the 
Brasserie de la Meuse called upon him. 
The brewery had an account of 57,00 


francs with a bankrupt. ihe Vicomte de! 


Gosson promised to collect the debt. 
The company gladly advanced him al 
the money that he required. He drew, 
it is argued, so frequently on the brew- 
ery that before they were aware of it 
the advances made to him amounted te 
$55,000. The vicomte had pursued the 
recovery of the fugitive debt for seven 
years, and had instituted lawsuits in 
Belgium and Switzerland, which served 
as a pretext for drawing on the funds 
of the company. 

The Brasserie de la Meuse made an 
inquiry on its own account, and con- 
sidered that it had grounds for lodg- 
ing an action against the vicomte in 
the criminal urts. 


N. Le More, a Frenchman, aged 24, 
has just accomplished a journey ._ by 
camel] across the Sahara from Algiers 
to Timbuctoo, in the French Sudan. His 
object was to mark out the route for 
a proposed aeroplane flight across the 
desert. He was away from civilization 
for thirteen months, and covered over 
5,000 miles. At Ain Salah, which Was 
reached after thirteen days, the trav- 
eler met another Frenchman and hig 
wife living in the lonely district. After 
that the caravan went for twenty-nine 
days without meeting another human 
being. 


Jailed for Poems. 


St. Petersburg, February 10.—A ter- 
rible story of an eminent Russian poet 
and man of science whose reward by 
a grateful government has Leen halt 
a lifetime in solitary confinement was 
told in a trial a short time ago. 

A. M. Morosoff, a Russian author and 
scientist, was put on his trial for a 
little volume of poems published in 
1906, and was condemned to imprison- 
ment in a fortress for one year. 

The son of a wealthy 
Nicholas/ Morosoff passed his chi.:dhova 
in’the country, and developed a keen 
interest in nature studies. At twenty 
years of age, and while a student in 
the University of Moscow, he was ar- 
rested on a charge of spreading social- 
istic ideas among the peasants, and was 
kept in solitary confinement for three 
years before his trial.:In the end he 
was made one of the defendantsin the 
famous “trial of 193° political offend- 
ers, but was released immediately aft- 
er the trial. 

In January, 1881, however, he was 
again arrested because of his literary 
activity, ana condemned to penal ser- 
vitude for life. He was at first con- 
fined in a solitary cell in the tll-famed 
fortress of S. S. Peter and Paul. Four 
years later he was transferred to the 
“stone sacks” of the terrible Schlussel- 
burg fortress, where he was kept for 
another twenty-one years.

The “Pro Ella” Cross. 


In the Island of Ushant—the “Isle of 
Fear’—there exists a custom probably 
unknown in any. other part of Chris- 
tendom. When a native dies abroad 
or is lost at sea,.his relatives have a 
small wax cross made, seme - seven 
inches jong. This is solemnly taken 
to the church and presented to the 
priest, who deposits it in a box, shaped 
like a cinerary urn, that hangs on 
the south side of the altar of 
Joseph. This is called the “Pro Ella” 
cross, and is supposed to stand for 
the spirit of the dead. These memorial 
symbols are ailowed to accummulate 
in the box till the next church mission 
comes round. As these revival serv- 
ices are held only once in every four 
or five years, the number of crosses 
may be very considerable. A day is 
then set apart for their solemn inter- 
ment. It is the great day, the climax 
of the mission. The church is d ed 
in black and crowded with a mourning 
congregation, many of whom break 
out imto loud wailing. The crosses are

“The pure food law must be obeyed 
in spirit as well as letter,” said the 
court in passing sentence on violators 
today. 

For the second time the Pan-Ameri- 
can Manufacturing Company pleaded 
guilty to misbranding lemon extracts, 
The court imposed a fine of $160 and 
costs, and added that a jail sentence 
would be imposed in event of another 
conviction, 

Although the government made no 
effort in this case to show the. pres- 
ence of any deleterious subsiance, the 
defendant admitted the lack of the 
proper proportion of lemon in the ex- 
tract, and the court held that it was 
a violation of the spirit of the law. 


WEARY OF LONG STIGMA 
HE ASKS FOR A PARDON 


New Orleans, February 13.—Weary 
of the stigma of 23 years’ standing of 
being a fugitive from Louisiana jus- 
tice, W. B. Paine, who escaped from 
the state penitentiary where he was 
sent in 1889 for stealing a horse, has 
asked the state pardon board to rec- 
ommend to the governor that he be 
pardoned. Paine says he was 18 years 
old when he left the penitentiary and 
went to Texas and Oklahoma, later 
marrying and rearing a family « at 
Wewoka, Okla., where he now is a 
citizen of standing and respéctability. 
The state board received his applica- 
tion. yesterday. Paine said his idea, 
regarding a pardon was suggested by 
reading in a newspaper recently where 
the governor of Texas pardoned a Mis- 
sourl man named Hurst, whose’ case 
was an almost identical parallel.

ON LAND, SEA AND IN AIR 


Paris, February 13.—Future activity 
of France on land, sea and in the air 
was indicated in the discussions -today 
in both houses of parliament of the 
army and navy budgets. 

The trend of the discussion was that 
France must strongly develop all iines 
of defense and offense so as to hold‘ 
her rank among the powers and main- 
tain her alliances, thus exercising an 
influence in the world of peace.

“DOLLAR DIPLOMACY”

said Professor J. L. Laughlin, of the 
University of Chicago, in his ad&ress 
to the Southern Merchants’ conven- 
tion at the Capital City club last 
night. 

“At the first hint of financial stress,” 
continued Professor Laughlin, “at the 
very time when business men are more 
in need of credit facilities, the banks 
call in their loans, refuse credit and 
pile up their reserve for every possi- 
ble device.”’ 

Professor Laughiin’s subjegt was: 
“How Currency Reform Will Be Help- 
ful to the Merchants of the South,” 
and in his treatise of this subject he 
showed that the modern banking sys- 
tem now in use in European coun- 
tries causes banks to lessen instead 
of increase the probability and cer- 
tainty of panic once it set in. Were 
such a system employed in the United 
States, he showed, many money strin- 
gencies which now trouble the coun- 
try from time to time would not only 
be avoided, but would be rendered all 
but impossible. 

“reat Crowd Present. 

The banquet given the Merchants’ 
convention by the Atlanta Merchants 
and Manufacturers’ association was 
the largest ever held in the Capjtal 
City club. The spacious grill rooms of 
the lower floor were completely taken 
up by the immense crowd, and even 
then an overflow was noted, which 
Was competed with by providing ta- 
blew set apart in the private club 
rooms. 

From 8 o'clock until 9:30 a general 
hand-shaking took place between 
Strangers and asquaintances, and by 
the time the banquet call Was given 
every one knew every one else in at-

Professor Laughlin’s Speech. 

Professor Laughlin said in part: 

“Our present monetary system in its 
actual working is a crime against 
business prosperity,” said Protessor 
Laughiin. “At the first hint of finan- 
cial stress, at the very time when 
business men are most in need of 
credit taciiities, the Danks call ivans, 
fefuse credit and pile up thelr re- 
gerves by every possible device. This 
course vastly increases the business 
tensiun, aceentuates panic. 

“To relieve the situation, exactly the 
Oppusste Cvuurse shouia be followed. 
KMeserves shouid be paid out and ioans 
increased, as Nappens. under simuiigr 
circumstances in those European 
countries that have modern banking 
systems. Our banks are not to be 
blamed for following their present 
course. They are forced to it by our 
rigid reserve requirements, which 
compel the o keep a certain propor- 
tion of thei funds On hand in cash. 
No matter How legitimate or how ur- 
gent the requirements of their cus- 
tomers, the banks must sacrifice them 
or be sacrificed themselves. It ig the 
banking system and not the banks 
that is at fault. 

“Similarly, the very times 
actual weaith is present in the great- 
est quantities and the most useful 
forms, when our vast crops are being 
harvested and moved to market. when 
prosperity should be most abundant 
and most widely diffused, are the very

rubbish and ashes. It is Known that 
this refuse, when burned in a modern 
high temperature incinerator, will gen- 
erate about one-fifth as much steam 
power as the best coal. Coal costs 
the city over $2.50 per ton, delivered, 
and over 50 cents per ton for labor. 
This means that there is nearly $160 
lost each day the city postpones in- 
stalling a modern incinerator. 

The steam power developed by the 
proposed incinerator could be used by 
the waterworks department with no 
complications and at a very small ex- 
pense for electrical transmission ma- 
chinery. The city would thus receive 
the direct benefit each day in the de- 
creased coal consumption at the pump- 
ing plant. This revenue would be 
more than sufficient to pay for the 
‘interest on the investment necessary 
to install the incinerator and to cover 
the sinking fund necessary to retire 
the notes at the end of the life of the 
plant. 

The clinker which results from the 
combustion of refuse in a modern high 
temperature, incinerator is similar to 
blast furnace slag, and would have a 
sufficient value for paving the dirt 
alleys to more than cover the cost of 
operation. . From these two sources of 
revenue the city would more than pay 
all the overhead charges necessary to 
erect a modern plant. 

Would Be Sanitary Method. 

The installation of a modern in- 
cinerator would permit the city to 
dispose of its germ-bearing refuse in 


| the most sanitary method known to 


science and the system will be eén- 


itirely self-supporting, not only in pay- 


ing its running expenses, but in amor- 
tizing the investment, the capital for 
which is so badly needed. 

It is estimated that a modern refuse 
incinerator of sufficient capacity to 
destroy all the waste cast away by 
the city would cost $400,000 complete 
with electrical machinery to transmit 
the power generated by such a plant 
to the waterworks pumping stations. 

The special committee from the 
board of health is carefully consider- 
ing all these points and will be ready 
to receive the report from the chief 
of construction in regard to plans and 
specifications which he is preparing. 

As soon as the report is received 
bids will be asked from all the ‘con- 
cerns which install incinerating plants. 
When the bids have been opened the 
question of financing the proposition 
will be put up to the mayor and 
council,

Chun came to Chicago several 
months ago from Philadelphia, where 
he wag an official of the Hip Sing 
Tong. Juat before he died he said 
Hong was a member of the On Leon 
Tong and that Hong had followed him 
from Philadetphia to Chicago. 

Hong, who escaped, Was accom- 
panied by four others when he enter- 
ed Sing’s store. Attorney Edward F. 
Dunne, ape: son of former Mayor 
Dunne, ¢ sel for the Hip Sing Tong, 
arriveg at Sing’s store shortly after 
the murder and teok 
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Life on a Modern Battleship. 
(Captain Albert Gleaves in The Scien- 
tific American.) 

A battleship comprises a community 
of approximately one thousand men, 
in which a centralized and automatic 
government prevails. The division -of 
labor, exercises ang drills, the rules 
that govern the hours of eating, sleep- 
ing and recreation, are the last words 
in routine ang organization. Every 
man has his place and number, and 
there is not an article on board, from 
a torpedo to a water breaker, that has 
not its alloted space. Order and sys- 
tem are paramount and the very at- 

mosphere breaths of discipline. 

The’ head of this community of sea 
people is, of course, the captain; In bat 
tle his station is in ths conning tower, 
and under his hand are all the latent 
Titanic forces of power, guncotton and 
steam, which may be released only at 
his bidding. In matters of adminis- 
tration he is judge and jury; and dai- 
ly at the mast the delinquents are 
brought before him; he listens to the 
evidenee, and there is no law’s delay 
in wis jud@ements. He messes alone, 
and his life for the most part is a soli- 
tary one. 

The wardroom mess is presided over 
by the commander or executive officer, 
and is composed of the staff officers 
and the lieutenants. And merry times 
(they have when the rigid discipline of 
the day’s work gives place to post- 
prandial relaxation of the evening. 
Then there are the junior officers’ 
mess composed of midshipmen, and 
also the mess composed of warrant of- 
ficers, those men of the rank and, file 
who by faithful service have become 

unners, boatswains and machinists. 

he service today is unconsciously 
working out new traditions that will 
be handeg down to the coming genera. 
tion of,sea folk. 

Forward of the mast there is a big 
household, which requires $75,000 a 
month to care for, clothe and feed in 
their 10-million dollar home. Nearly 
all trades are represented in this little 
kingdom of the sea: Tailors, shoemak- 
ers, photographers, jewelers, barbers 
and musicians; for the most part a 
man is allowed to ply his trade so 
long as there is no interference with 
his .military duties. Regular prices 
are established by the captain, and 
as there {is no competition, each has a 
large clientele. 


The galleys have the best possible 
system of cooking, supplemented with 
electric potato peelers, electric meat 
choppers and electric dish washers. 
The bakery provides bread at all] times 
instead of hard-tack, which was for- 
merly supplied, and furnishes . seven 
hundred loaves daily; there is a laun- 
dry, which hag a fine uipment of ma- 
chines run by electricity, and is han- 
dled by sailors who are excusedqd from 
all other work except battle and fire 
stations; a cold storage with a capaci. 
ty for provisions for one month for the 
entire ship’s company, ang a hospital 
or sick bay, well lighted and well] ven- 
tilated, which is in a comfortable part 
of the ship. The hospital contains a 
sick ward proper with bunks for a 
score of, patients, the isolation ward 
and the operating room. The last is 
fitted with every convenience known 
to modern practice, including an ad- 
justable operating table and a steriliz- 
“ plant. 

very battle ship has a branch post- 
office in charge of sailors appointed 
by the captain, which is under the 
same "po: tions that govern 
the shore stations. A complete tele- 
Phone system connects all parts of 
the ship. and is supplemented by voice 
pipe communication, which is used 
principally in action. There is also a 
wireless Installation, and officers as 
well as the operators are encouraged 
to become proficient in ts use, 


It is not all work on board ships; 
there is some beer and skittles. Smok- 
ers are a feature of life on board and 
there is nothing like the quarter deck 
of a battle ship for the mise en scene 
of a wrestling bout, a._boxing match, 
a song und dance, juggling, slack wire 
performance or any other stunts for 
which there is ample talent in a crew 
of one thousand men. Then the tops 
of the turrets are crowded with the 
bleachers and officers and vrew gather 
together around the improvised ring. 

In the evening after supper, when 
the band plays, the men dance and 
sing or gather around the turrets and 
“gam” until 9 o’clock, when it fs pipe 
down and all hands must turn in. 
Sometimes there are moving picture 
shuws on the quarter deck; the films 
are all carefully selected and as each 
snip passes its to the next, there is a 
great variety in the fleet. Those of 
dramatic and romantic character are 
the most Fae, ney J and always draw ap.

LOWER CHEMICAL TARIFF 
MEANS GREATER REVENUE 


Washington, February 13.—The 
democratic chemical tariff bill, made 
public today by the ways and means 
committee of the house, is expected 
to increase the governent’s revenues 
by $3,530,840 over those of the present 
fiscal year, although the reduction of 


ad valorem duties proposed is about | 


31 per cent. 

Principally the measure increases 
duties on perfumes, fancy soaps and 
other luxuries and lowers the duties 
on drugs and imaterials in common 


use. 

The democrats will caucus on the 
measure tomorrow, and it probably 
will be introduced in the house on 
Saturday. 

Democratic Leader Underwood today 
summed up the changes proposed by 
the bill as follows: 

“There is a general reduction in the 
duties on chemical products, but an 
increase in revenue. We have taken 
articles now on the free list and made 
them share taxaffon for revenue pur- 
poses only. The articles transferred 
to the free list amounted inimports in 
1911 to $283,643. and produced revenue 
of $38,691. The articles taken from 
the free list and made dutiable 
amounted in imports in 1911 to $41,- 
667,000. 

“The result to the chemical schedule 
is an estimated increase in imports 
for the first vear of $96,743,000, com- 
pared with $48,369,000 in 1911. The 
estimated duties under the new bill 
would amount to $16,101,000, as com-
